BURNING OF OPIUM AT YUNNANFU. 

The N.C, Daily News correspondent ix 
Yunnan writing on the 18th ult. asys:— 

The execution ground ot Yunnanfu, o fow 
days.ago, was the scene of s romarkably doring 
proceeding by the officials in the campaign for 
the total suppression of opium in the province. 

No lesa than 20,040 ounces of proparod opium 
wore padlicly destroyed wi fire, in the presence 
of on enormous crowd of people. The officials 
of the city were present in-persdh, oud theerent 
wns looked upon as the greatest ‘public demon- 
stration of the kind thet the peoplo had seen. 
Tho utmost stringency is being observed, and 
smokers are being harahly dealt with, but there 
is yet much to bedone, Yunnsnfu, afew years 
ago, was one of the greatest opium contres of 
the empire, and it ia questionable whether the 
illicit trade will ever be erniicated, oven with all 
the. precautions taken to bring about that end.

In, moving tho 
adoption of the report,. the ohairman reminder 
the shareholders that at.their lant meoting ho 
remarked that-the immediate prespoots of new 
business were’ not so favourable as could be 
desired..That no now business had been 
concluded waa not in consequence of any lack 
of constant effort; and at ono time, after long 
and. pntient negotistions, tho immediate issuo — | 
reoméd ‘nasured of an Imperial loan, under 
British-France-German auspices, for the 
Hoankow-Canton and Hankow-Szeghuan Rail- . 
ways, ‘ho contract for tho loan had been - 
initialed, ‘and’ was about to raceive the 
Imperial ratification when another Great 
Powor demanded participation; and that -claim’ 
necossitated a rearrangement of interosts, con- 
corning which negotiations wore procedding. 
On thst point nothing-more could be anid nt 
present. Making allowance for the absence of 
now business, the financial xesult of the year 
might he regarded with equanimity, inasmuch 
aa in revenue from interest on investments, 
commissions, d.o., the corporation had recoived a 
sum sufficient to pay expenses and a good rate = 
of interest. on. their capilal. Their financial 
position was highly satisfactory: That position, 
while giving the corporation a measure of in- 
dependence, did not render the board any the 
lose anxious to secure business, but the political 
atate of affairs in China did not help matters 
for the timo being.

just the financial policy of ‘the Central , 
vernmont, That revolt, which wos accom- 
panied by a large amount: of anti-foreign senti- 
ment ‘and characterized by impracticable .

Chinese settled down to face’ seriously the 
many and great problems before them. hen.
